CBIMB  ON  TWO  CONTININTB 


The  Chief  Constable  of.  Edlnbiugh  has  been 
attending  a  convention  of  Police  Chiefs  at 
dhlcago  and  when  interviewed  he  gave  Ameri- 
cans some  advice  as  to  methods  for  suppressing 
crime.  He  does  not  believe  In  a  wlshy  washy 
policy  of  meeting  the  crime  menace.  "Don't 
mollycoddle  your  convicts,"  he  says.  "Meet  vio- 
lence with  violence.  IX  they  want  to  shoot  It  out, 
dtoot  tt  out;  but  be  sure  that  they  are  the  ones 
who  get  killed."  He  Is  naturally  amazed  at  the 
wave  of  kidnapping  In  the  United  States,  and 
probably  more  amaaed  itm  that  it  diould  be 
allowed  to  continue,  for  he  describes  the  practice 
as  the  "most  vicious,  most  despicable  and  most 
atroetoos  etlme  M  aU."  Kidnapping  It  prtetleaUy 
unknown  In  lurope.  In  Oreat  Brttala  it  Is  un- 
known. 

Recently  figures  eoneemtog  crime  and  prisons 

in  Great  Britain  wore  suhmitted  to  Parliament. 
It  was  reported  by  the  Home  Secretary  that  a 
large  part  of  the  Ume  of  the  poUce  It  taken  up 
with  minor  ofTcnces,  most  of  which  are  con- 
nected with  motor  cars.  With  the  exception  of 
traffic  offences  there  has  been  a  decreaee  in 
almost  all  classes  of  non-lndlctable  offences,  in- 
cluding drunkenness,  assault,  begging,  sleeping 
out  and  offences  against  the  Poor  Law.  There 
have  been  increases  in  eases  of  house-breaking 
and  shop-breaking  but  no  increase  In  the  offence 
of  burglary.  The  dally  average  population  of 
prlaoot  was  11.900  In  lOSl  and  lUOO  In  im  This 
Increase  Included  an  lncren.«!e  of  300  In  the 
Borstal  population.  The  report  has  the  follow- 
ing to  say: 

"T  have  read  wild  accounts  of  robbery  with 
violence  and  of  cars  being  held  up  by  motor 
bandits.  In  fact,  there  have  been  very  harrowhig 
tale.'^.  and  I  have  no  doubt  that  the  circulation 
of  certain  organs  of  the  Press  has  been  Increased 
owing  to  the  feet  that  there  have  been  very  large 
placards  In  connection  with  these  cases.  But 
what  are  the  actual  facts?  The  facts  are.  to  far 
at  the  Metropolitan  Police  District  is  concerned— 
and  this  extends  thirty  miles  acn^ss  and  Includes 
very  many  miles  at  country  roads— that  actually 
t^re  has  only  been  one  case  which  has  been 
biought  to  ttie  notice  of  the  police  In  the  last 
t^  years  of  a  motorist  having  been  held  up  by  a 
ribtor  bandit  on  the  road."

It  Is  not  so  much  the  destruetion 
of  beauty  which  has  Impressed  me.

.•serious  economic  loss  to  Vancouver 
Island  and  to  the  generations  that 
are  to  follow  us.  for.  If  this  con- 
dition be  permltttd  to  continue  this 
island  will  become,  in  the  course 
of  time,  a  devastated  wasU.  As  a 
British  subject  and  a  MOow  of  the 
Royal  Einiplre  Society  Of  London  I 
am  deeply  interested  In  the  wel- 
fare of  Canada  and  the  Empire, 
may  I  therefore  suggest  that  steps 
be  taken,  before  It  be  loo  late,  to 
nmedy  this  condition  by  a  system 
Of  reforeststton  such  a.s  i.s  now  be- 
toy  denei  not-enly  m  Kngisnd.  but 
by  President  Roosevelt  in  the  United 
states,  as  well  ss  by  many  d  the 
lumber  companies  In  California,  in 
the  protection  of  their  own  inter- 
ests. I  suggest  that  the  present 
time  of  economic  distres.s.  when  so 
many  thousands  of  men  are  unem- 
ployed and  are  beinn  paid  relief 
money  by  the  taxpayers,  pre-sents 
an  opportunity  which  should  not 
be  missed,  for  I  am  sure  that  these 
men  would  rather  do  lome  work 
than  be  the  recipients  of  charity. 

Could  not  camps  be  opened  in 
these  areas  and  the  men  be  set 
to  work  to  replant  with  Douprlas 
flrs  the  denuded  rnuntry.  br^loR 
paid  a  reasonable  wage,  which  in 
course  of  time  would  more  than 
repay  for  the  money  expended  and 
bring  In  millions  of  new  wealth  to 
the  province.. 

I  am  given  to  understantf  that 
most  of  the  logging  is  done  by 
American  concerns  who  naturally 
have  no  Interest  to  the  future  wel- 
fare ot  the  province,  but  only  to 
their  Immediate  proflte  and  who 
will  move  on  to  other  fiekls  when 
their  work  of  devastation  Is  com- 
pleted. Mav  1  suggest  theefore.  that 
In  the  granting  of  lumbering  right* 
to  these  corpora!  lon.s  a  provision 
be  made  that  trees  be  replanted 
each  year  to  take  the  place  of 
those  cut  as  a  "stoe  qua  non"  to 
the  granttag  of  these  rights  and 
that  forestry  Inspectors  be  appototed 
to  enforce  this  provision.  Whilst 
the  suply  of  lumber  in  this  prov- 
ince L'^  commonlv  supposed  to  be 
InexhaiKstable.  the  experience  of 
other  countrle.-5  has  proved  this  to 
be  a  fallacy  and  which  in  the 
course  of  a  generation  or  two  win 
also  be  shown  to  be  the  e:i,se  m 
British  Columbia.  Surely  there  is 
a  heavy  responslbUtty  resting  upon 
us  to  leave  to  our  children  a  heri- 
tage such  as  we  have  received  froip 
our  forbears.

There  is  the  famous  "Jierleho 
Turnpike"  on  Long  Island — a  beau- 
tiful cross-country  road,  and 
throughout  the  country  the  motor- 
l.'it  is  constantly  riding  on  this  or 
ttiat  "turnpike"  as  his  map  is  likely 
to  call  a  specially  good  "through 
road"— which  la  not  really  a  "turn- 
pike" at  aUI 

Literally,  "turnpike"  means  "a 
liame  consisting  of  two  bars  cross- 
ing each  other  at  right  angles  and 
turning  on  a  post  or  pin,  to  hinder 
the  passage  of  beasts  but  admitting 
a  peraon  to  pass  between  tbe  arms; 
a  tumstUe." 

Originally,  however  a  turnpike 
was  a  barrier  set  across  a  road  for 
dt  fenre  against  attack,  a  series  of 
pikes!  By  the  seventeenth  century 
the  barrier  became  a  gate  placed 
acros,s  a  road  for  purposes  of  col- 
lecting tolls.  Though  lacking  the 
sharpened  p4kes.  It  was  sUU  called 
a  "turnpike  read."  Itie  UA  natlooal 
highway  runnlnc  Weet  from  Ohio, 
was  stKh  a  turnpike  road.  By  the 
middle  of  the  eighteenth  century 
it  was  called  the  "turnpike."  Later 
it  became  the  "pike,"  as  the  term 
is  used  today  to  indicate  the  "main 
highway.'*
